Beauty Faded, ‘Broken in Health/ 
Girl Whose Exploits Thrilled The 
Nation Pays For Transgressions 


(By International News Service) 
JOLIET, 111., Oct, IB.—Another living answer to the fallacy that 
“crime pays” has stepped from behind the grim, gray walls which 
bound the lives of JoHet’s city of the nameless. 
From the ranks of those, recruited from society’s hinterland to 
pay civilization’s bill for crime with monotonously dragging came 
Hazel Burmclrteit qf the first dynasty of Chicago’s “bandit queen».” 
Broken in health. her beauty which gave her national prominence, 
/faded into drub, pastiness six long*years behind penitentiary walls, the 
girl whose exploits are among the highlights of Chicago criminal his­ 
tory, was paroled to mother—sent home to die. 
Hazel’s claim to parole was strengthened by the fact that she Is 
threatened with tuberculosis, a result of pneumonia which followed a 
self-inflicted bullet-wound suffered when she was arrested at HudMti, 
N. 
Y., after escaping from the penitentiary here. 
Hazel is 26 now and the soubriquet of “bandit queen” which she 
wore proudly and saucily when she was sentenced, is at odds today 
with the pallid cheeks, lighted only by the flush of ill health, the dull, 
listless eye and the drooping air which denotes the crushed spirit. 
Hazel has paid, she will tell you. 
Society has beaten her, bruised 
her, and left her with only death as a goal. 
Ask her today if crime 
pays-% 
“I don’t want to talk about it,” Hazel said m b she passed out of the 
prison gates. 
"It’s too terrible. 
Twenty-six, I am today. 
And look 
at 
me. Just look. That’s all you have to do to get your answer.” 
In the hcydcy of her career, Hazel acted as a lure for a notorious 
Chicago bandit gang. Her beauty made this avocation an easy ene but 
the pace was not sufficiently swift and so the vivacious girl, went on 
her own, in the field of crime. 
Her arrest came after she had stolen 
$10,000 worth of gems and clothing from a woman benefactor. 
She was convicted and sent to Joliet but spent but 10 days there 
when she escaped. Some time later she was arrested at Hudson, N. Y. 
and served a 30 days sentence for forging a small cheek. Released, and 
fearing that she would be returned here, she shot herself. For weeks, 
she hovered between life and death at the penitentiary hospital here! 
finally partially recovering. 
The wound, however, troubled her all
